Another twenty 
four hours of wet weather would 
mak# a great deal of the country im 
p assable for artillery and difficult for 
rap id op erations by infantry.

BUSINESS FALLING OFF 


Big Steel Co rpo ratio n Co mpelled to 
Reduce Div idends. 
New York . Oct. I.—The dividend on 
the common stock of the United States 
Steel corporation for the last quarter 
was yesterday reduced from I per cent 
to one-half of I per cent, thus setting 
at rest a m atter that has agitated W all 
street and financial circles generally 
for m any week s. To quote a very high 
authority in the affairs of the corpor­ 
ation. "T he action of the board was 
unanim ous and was caused by the fall­ 
ing off of business.” 
This last is borne out by the finan­ 
cial statem ent issued shortly after the 
m eeting. 
The statem ent shows a de­ 
crease of $4,642,668 (Septem ber esti­ 
m ated), for the third quarter of the 
calendar 
year, 
com pared 
with 
the 
sam e period last year, and a decrease 
of $4,339,487 com pared with the pre­ 
ceding qu arter of this year. 
On Oct. 
I, 1903, the corporation had unfilled 
orders of 4,843,000 tons on hand. This 
year the unfilled orders on the sam e 
date am ounted to $.728,742 tons. 
A 
little more t.*an three m onths ago. 
Just before toe last regular dividend 
on steel common was declared, that 
stock sold around 30. 
Since then it 
has sold as low as 14%.

The Life of Death Valley. 


Death Valley, one of the worst of the 
deserts of th© Great Basin, is by n o 
means so devoid of life as its a*|**et by 
daylight would lead 
the observer to 
imagine. 
As soon as night falls it is all 
aswarm with creatures of various sort*. 
Countless lizards come out of their bur­ 
rows to look for insect prey; snakes 
wriggle across the alkali crust; hornet! 
toads creep about; aud scorpions and 
tarantulas of enormous size sharjsm 
tlieir claws for combat. 
Wildcats, and 
coyotes forsake their lairs on the moun­ 
tainsides and roam over the plain in pur­ 
suit of smaller mammals. 
Of bints thoro are very few iii the 
neighborhood of Death Valley; 
th© 
“ chajiarral cock,” which prefers scor­ 
pions to auy other food, though it eats 
great numbers of centipede*, lizards aud 
hornet! toads, is tim most notable. 
Queer desert toads live in Death Val­ 
ley, in “ washes.” where there is water 
for pirt of each year 
When the water 
dries up they bor© tlieir way dowu deep 
into the mad, which hardens over them 
like so lunch brick 
and stay them 
buried alive, until tit© water comes 
again a few month* later to release them 
from their lin k ed prisons. 
This is on© 
of the most ex traordinary ex amples of 
the adaptation of animal lif© to ex treme 
desert conditions.
